About once year a score or two of 
people ore brought to Louisville from 
the mountain counties to answer in 
the Federal court charges of violat 
ing Uucle Sam's liquor laws. Some 
are there for illicit selling, and some 
for operating "moonshine ' distiller- 
is*. A great many are easily con- 
victed, aa the deputy marshals, who 
theirjiima Waiting after tssft*rs 
this kind, have the witnesses on 
hand, and the trials arc short affairs 
when compared to some of our trials 
for even misdemeanors in the State 
courts. 

By no means, are the violators of 
the law all of the sterner sex, but 
women are not uncommon in the pei- 
sonw dramatis of these atfairs, some of 
which are humorous, some comic and 
others dramatic and touching. The 
following from the Courier Journal 
gives some insight to the business. 

The moonshiner women were in the 
Federal Court yesterday. They were 
there with babies aud without babies, 
and those who did not have them told 
of little ones in their mountain 
homes. 

Martha Tackett was tried for retail- 
ing liquor without a license. Her ap- 
pearance was little indication of her 
age. She was low and bent until her 
head sat low between her shoulders. 
Her figure was small and clothed in a 
blaok calico dress. A little bonnet, 
with a long peak, sat jus t back of her 
forehead. As she took the prisoners' 
chair she gathered a thin black shawl 
close about her shoulders. 

Half a dozen witnesses testilied that 
they had bought small amounts of 
whiskey from her at diriereut times in 
Pike county. 

District Attorney Smith asked the 
i if she wanted to ask the wit- 
i any questions, and she said no 
in each instance. She had no attor- 
ney. 

When the prosecution had finished, 
Martha Tacket was asked if Bbe wan- 
ted to testily. She said "yes," reluc- 
tantly. 

"Did you sell any whisky?' asked 
Judge Barr. 
"Yes." 

"What did you do it for?" 

"I sold it for my mammy's sake. 
She war sick, aud I was not able to 
work." 

How long did you sell?" 

"Bout thiee weeks." 

"You were not able to work?" 

"No. sir. Ef 1 had'u' been 'bliged 
to sell it I would't 'a sold it," and her 
eyes searched the floor bashfully. 

"That is all,' said Judge Hsrr, and 
the juiy returned a verdict of guiliy. 

When it came time for her to be 
sentenced Judge Barr asked her if she 
had anything to say. She said no, 
though she evidently did not. under 
stand what the Judge meant. By 
much questioning Judge Barr brought 
out the fact that she had two little 
children, and that her husband had 
died about four years ago. She had 
jbeen in jail since June 22 and had not 
seen her children in that time. 

"Jedge I won't sell any more if you 
let me go this time. If you send me 
to jail I wiH never get to see my chil- 
dren. When I would get out I would 
not have any money to go home on 
and I would't know how to git there 
if I did. The witnesses who are from 
up my way are goin' home now, au' 
they will take me back home ef you'll 
let me go." 

"I believe I'll let you go," said 
Judge Barr. -'Don't sell any more 
whisky." 

She cried more at this and said she 
would never sell whisky again. She 
left the stand thanking him and look- 
ing about her in a daied sort of way 
for the witnesses sheexpected to take 
her back to her babies. 

Sally Scott is a thin, little woman 
who had been indicted for retailing 
liquor without a license. Her face 
i rather pretty and she seemed to 
i more than the intelligence of 
the average woman of her class. Her 
home is in Larue county. She plead- 
ed guilty to the charge, saying she 
wanted no trial, as she had no money 
to employ an attorney. 

Judge Barr asked her if she hail 
anything to say 
passed on her. 



"I nuke an honest livin'. I have 
'leven children and one of them's this 
'ere baby," and she held a six-weeks- 
old child toward the court. Then she 
br"ke down and cried. 

"A flee off 100 and thirty days' 
imprisonment," said Judge Barr- 

She seemed perfectly satisfied with 
this sentence. She told Martha Tac 
ket goodbye as she was led away by 
a Deputy United States Marshal.

12. Why did General Grant de- 
clare at the close of his eventtul life, 
when discussing the bill, " I never 
suspected that bill affected the value 
of silver metal for money;" and why

Declaration ot the Farmer*' 
National Congress. 

Atlanta, Ga., Oct 14.— The far ' 
mers' national congress devoted much 
of its time to-day to national finance 
and declared for the free coinage of 
silver at the ratio of 16 to 1. The 
committee on resolutions had a dozen 
propositions, differing veay little ex 
cept in their wording and there was 
a long debate, but without leadership 
on either side. 

The committee'* report favored free 
coinage of bothe metals at the present 
ratio, guarded by an import duty on 
forign coin. An effort was made to 
table the report but this was over- 
whelmsngly voted dowu. 

Finally the following resolutions 
were acted on as seperate propositions 
aud bothe were adopted by large ma- 
jorities: 

Resolved, That we favor the free 
and unlimited coinage of both silver 
ahd gold at the present ratio of 10 to 
1, guarded by an import duty upon 
foieign bullion snd foreign value and 
the coinage value of the metal at the 
date of importation, whenever the 
bullion value of the metal is less than 
its coin value. 

Resolved, That this farmers' nation- 
al congress is in favor of the eijual use 
ot both gold and silver coin as money 
and equally as standards of value, and 
to secure this object we favor: 

L A conference to be called by 
the United States of those nations 
ready to accept bimetallism with the 
unlimited coinage of both gold and 
silver on a ratio to be agreed upon. 

2. A law requiring duties on com 
modities. product of or imported from, 
mono-gold nations, to be paid in for- 
eign gold coin. 

•'). A law requiring duties on silver 
i in purled from gold nations and deny- 
ing it coinage privileges at our mints.
